Aged Woman Said She Pasted to Atone 

for Sins of Husband and Sons— Found 

Insane and Removed to Elgin 



After presistently refusing to eat for 
fifteen days, during which time she wasted 
down until she is merely a shadow of her 
former self, Mrs. E. K. Hunter, wife of 
Judge hunter, of Burnbam, III., was in- 
duced to eat at 12:80 o'clock Saturday. 
It. was not voluntary on her part, as she 
had been given the ultimatum of eating, 
or having the food given to her forcibly. 
She choose the former course, and Dr* 
Knight, who iB in charge of the caBe, 
states that. there is not the slightest doubt 
in his mind but that she will continue to 
cat. 

Sherriff Griffin went to Zlon City early 
Saturday morning nnd took Mrs. Hunter 
back to VVaukegan with him. She was 
placed in the Jane McAllister hospital. 

Arriving at the hospital Dr. F. C. 
Knight, hospital physicion, impressed 
upon her that she must ceaee her fastj he 
said that there was no excuse for it and 
that the peoplo did not propose to stand 
around and sco her die. The woman 
steadfastly refused to eat and she was giv- 
en two hours in which to make up her 
mind. 

At the appointed time Dr. Knight ac- 
companied by a nurso wont to Mrs. Hun- 
ter,8 room and asked her if sho was ready 
to eat or whether it would be necessary 
for him to force tho food down her throat. 

please don't ask me to decide now, 
give me another hour to pray to God and 
ask Him whether it is time for. me to 
cease my fast. Fie promised to -tell me. 
Just give me another hour. 
: The picture of tho poor little old woman 
• dressed in n dress of some cheap black 
goods with her hair combed flat back from 
her forehead, Bitting in 'front of the lit- 
tlo window with her hands clasped in her 
lap and her eyes looking up most pitifully 
was a moBt heartrending ono. 

But it was a mntter of life or death, and 
so gently but firmly, tho kind hearted 
physician informed her that ho already 
given two hours to decide and that she 
must do so at once or he would have to 
sco that sho was mado to e;i 

"If I eat will you promise 'o take the 
tho responsibility with your God? die 
asked. ."He has told me that I must not 
cat and if you force mo to do so, you will 
have to take tho consequences." 

Tho physician replied that ho was wil- 
ling to take tho responsibility and. that he 
did not think a juBt God would hold him 
to task for such an act. 

With all this pressure brought to bear 
tho woman finally consented. Nourish- 
ment in, the way of milk was all that was 
givon to her as her system was not equal 
to the task of eating' anything more solid 
after such a long fast. That Bbo will be 
able to eat normally in a fow days, Dr. 
Knight feels not tho slightest doubt. 

Miss Hoi I, head nurse at the hospital in 
speaking of tho matter stated that aside 
from her mania on the subject of religeon 
that Mrs. Hunter seems to be perfectly 
rational. 

I havo been faBting to save my husband 
and my two beautiful boys, who are not 
the same any more. My two boys used to 
belong' to tho faith but they havo all 
changed and I am trying to save them by 
fasting. In theso words she revealed the 
reason of her long faet. 

Sticking to her colors to tho last and 
valiantly defending her belief in prolonged 
fasts Mrs. Hunter was on Monday found 
insane bofore a jury in the county court 
and ordered sent to the' state asylum at 
Elgin. 

Mrs, Hunter- said j I would not havo 
continued my fast much longer, God had 
mo taken to the- hospital to test me and 
found mo wanting. I never felt worse in 
my life than after I had eaton, Friday. 
However now lie has released me and told 
mo to oat. ' 

Mrs. Hunter's husband was not present 
at tho trial. ■ 



WIPE FANATICSMTROM CITY 



Miss Sprague is Sentenced to Asylum 
at Elgin. 

Last Saturday in County court before 
Judge Jones, Miss Lotte Sprague of Zion 
City, alleged to be a member of the 
Thompson Cult 'known as the Piligrim 
Brotherhood, was found insane and 
ordered sent to tho Elgin Insane asylum. 
Sho was taken there by Sheriff Griffin. 

Miss Sprague is the young woman- found 
by Captain Walker two days ago while 
wandering in marsh near tho lake Bhore 
.in a pitiful states of insanity. When the 
Chief tried to put her under arrest 
sho objected strenously, hurling 
stones and stickes at him. Finally be 
took her in custody nnd brought her to 
Waukegan this morning. 

MisB Spranguo has been demented for 
some timo her brother, J. A. Spranguo of 
Colunbia Junition, Iowa teitifying he had 
the first signa about threo years ago 
although he said that she had never been 
in an asylum. 

About a year ago sho went to livo in 
Zion and worked in the capacity of a 
housekeeper for a resident of Zion. Soon 
after that, Abam Thompson with his teach- 
ings of fasting came to Zion. Miss Sprague 
went to see him many times and soon took 
up with tho strange cult. 

Ono day her employer came home for 
dinner nnd found the unwashed breakfast 
dishes still on the table with no sign of tho 
noon day meal. 

"How about dinner," he asked. 

"The Lord has told me to fast and I 
am going to obey, was the reply from the 
woman. 

"Well, that may he all right for you but 
I don't purpose to put up with such fool- 
ishness. You may either get my dinner 
or find another position," was the the 
order. 

Soon after that she left this place and 
went to stay with ElderO L. Tindall where 
she lived up to tho last moment. Mr. 
Tindall testified that sho frequently acted 
strango, would not talk and did many 
strange things. Her sentence was one of 
the first steps that has been taken to wipe 
fanaticism out of Zion City.

By a deal that was closed Monday with 
tho payment of 81.500, Wilbur Glenn Vol- 
iva has gained ownership and control of 
the historic Zion tabernacle, the scene of 
Dowie's rise and fall, the setting in which 
he himself arose to power. 

Volivn, made the announcement that he 
would pay over $1,500 and thus close the 
deal, which has the sanction of Federal 
Judge Lundis, who has an oversight of 
Zlon affairs. 

The purchase price of the tabernacle wus 
$12,500, an Ret by the court, and this Vol- 
iva must meet by July 10, or he can not 
hold on. He says ho will bo ablo to con> 
pleto tho deal at that timo. The taber 
noclo will be used as now for meetings. 
It is understood that some of Voliva's fol- 
lowers are disguested with the scheme for 
the buying of the big barn and will leave 
him. 

Tho Lewisites regard tho Voliva inva- 
sion of the tabernncle as a profanation. 

Dowie's residence, Shiloh House, is 
slowly being given over to tho rats and the *| 
influence of nge. A faithful negro custo- 
dian is in chargo but tho house is vacant 
of tenants, although it is furnished almost 
as Dowio left it. There is talk of Belling 
it for use ns a summer hotel to outsiders. 

Tho payments for the tabernacle are to 
bo made in installments of 02.500 each six 
months until the total is paid. 

The large dining room of tho Elijah 
Hospice will be transformed into an audi- 
torium for tho Bryant meetings, Sundays 
and week days, and on special occasions 
tho Bryanites will uso the nuditorium in 
the bank. 



Decoying pretty little Hilda Haas, eight 
years old, to a deserted part of tbo city latt 
Saturday night at about nino o'clock, 
William Nacker, twenty-three years old, 
of Twenty-fourth street and Gideon avenue 
Zion City, made a brutal assault. He was 
discovered by a man by the name of Han- 
cock who, instead of beating him within 
an inch of his life, took him to tho police 
station where he was turned overto tho 
law. Ilia hearing was held and bo was 
bound over to tho grand jury; being taken 
to the Lako county jail at Waukegan. It 
is said that Nacker is subject to epileptic 
fits and that he iB only half witted. 

According to his own story, Nacker had 
known tho little giri for some time. Last 
Saturday night he took her for a walk, 
leading her to a deserted part of the city, 
where he admitted that he mado the as- 
sault. "I guess I must have had one of 
my epileptic fits when I did so," he ad- 
mitted. 

Nacker claims that ho has had these fits 
for several years and that when one of 
them comes on that ho is unable to restrain 
himself. Nacker's appearance bears out 
the opinion that he is but half witted. 
His face wears a dull, dissolute look nnd 
his eyes ore bleary and expressionless. 

The residents of Zion City are much 
enraged over tho assault and there has 
been nioro or less talk of violence being 
shown. The other residents of the jail are 
making Nacker's existence there a burden. 
They will not allow him to sleep and offer 
all manner of jibes.

Three Hours After Drowning Boy Dis- 
covers Lifeless Body Floating on the 
Waters of Lake Michigan 



Grieving at the fact that his wife, way 
down east, had run away with her lover 
and left him alono with his two children, 
may have led Ed. Melisavicz, whose life- 
less remains were taken out of the lake at 
the foot of Water Btreet, Waukegan, last 
Friday. 

It is believed that while deranged men- 
tally at the separation he walked out on 
the piping near the old pier and deliber- 
ately cast himcelf into the water. 

Seen at 12 o'clock by Mrs. Bushman and 
others along Market street, apparently in 
ft normal condition, a 3 o'clock a small 
Italian boy saw his body floating on the 
lake and gave the police warning which 
resulted in the rescue of the remains. 

The fact that the body floated after n 
bare* three hours is regarded as remarkable 

Friday afternoon, at the inquest, this 
suicide story was in part confirmed by 
Andrew Mozic, the boarding house keeper 
where the dead man roomed. He told the 
story of the disappearance of the wife and 
children seven years ago and declared his 
belief that the dead man was crazy. Dr. 
Knlowsky stated that he had been a suf- 
ferer from extreme nervousness and hal- 
lucinations but wished to get well and 
neyer showed any intention of committing 
suicide.

But, lately, members of the 
church in large enough numbers have 
told him they wished him to remain and 
that he has decided to do so. He says he 
will continue his work just ns he has in 
the past,but will see that all his mail sent 
through the postolHce is securely sealed and 
he will caution his friends elsewhere to 
carefully seal letters they may send to 
him. Miss Whitmore and her friends are 
jubilant over tbe news that she has been 
reinstated and will assume her old position 
on July 1. They believe this reinstate- 
ment exonerates her completely from the 
recent reflections.

headlong into the waters. 

John Cerr'a and William Crooker, two 
15 year old water rat?, who frequent the 
harbor from the rise of the sun in the 
morning until Inte in the evening, heard 
the lad's cry for help. Both lads rushed 
to the spot where they viewed the boy's 
head disappear beneath the water. 

Billy Crooker was the first of the two 
lads to respond to the cry for help. Tug- 
ging forcibly at his shoe slringR he mado 
a dpsperate attempt to loospn his shoes. 
Failing in this he cried to Cerra to crawl 
over the pier wall and to grasp the hid by 
the hair when he came to the top of the 
watrr. Cerra responded in a brave man- 
ner. Crooker followed and when the little 
Baker boy's head arose from above the 
muddy waters of the harbor both lads 
mode a grab for a holding on bis clothe?.

Mother's Belief In Boy's Fate Seemed

"People may jeer nt fatalism and 
poke fun at nil Ideas which are embod- 
ied In predestination," said Senator 
Culberson of Texas at a small gather- 
Ing of friend- tho other day In Wash- 
ington, "but sometimes a man rubs el- 
bows with events which make him less 
skeptical about such things.

ICE DECLARED MILES DEEP 



Congealed Liquid In Vast Quantities 
Flowed Far Down Mississippi Val- 
ley—Underlying Strata High, 
ly Polished by Motion.

The story of tho glacial period has 
not been half, told. Its wondere are 
Increasing every day. It Is the last of 
the great geological epochs, and has 
not yet passed away. Greenland Is 
still shivering under the rlgorB. of 
glacial conditions. , With tho excep- 
tion of a narrow belU of mountains 
around the southern end, the whole 
continent, some 500,000 square miles 
In extent, 1b still burled beneath Ico 
from one mile to two miles deep, 
whllo the antarctic continent, with a 
still greater area, Is so completely en- 
veloped In Ico that explorers have yet 
been able to penetrate only the 
merest fringe at two or three points. 

But during the glacial period prop- 
er tho Ice to a depth of more than a 
mile covered 4,000,000 square mlica 



AllcghonlcB In northeastern Pennsyl- 
vania., In southern Ohio there are 
long belts of Canadian bowlders 
which can be traced to ledges of rock 
north of Lake Huron. Even in Boono 
county, Kentucky* a few miles south 
of Cincinnati, a number of red Jasper 
conglomerate bowlders, some of them 
two or three feet In diameter, have 
boon found, which came from well, 
known ledges in Canada north of Lake 
Huron. Bowlders* of large sire from 
theso same ledges have also been 
found as far southwest as Keokuk, la. 
Bowlders from Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota and Dakota abound in northern 
Missouri down to tho Missouri river, 
Borne having recently been uncovered. 
Armed with these facta concerning 
the former extent of the Swiss 
glaciers, Agassis went to Great Brit- 
ain, and came to America, and initi- 
ated thoBo Investigations which have 
shown the spread of glacial Ice over 
the areas, already mentioned. Scandi- 
navian bowlders cover northern Ger- 
many,, and are found 700 miles, south- 
east at Kief' in Russia, found at -Tus- 
cumbla, 60 miles up the Osage river, 
which comes down from the Ozark 
uplift to the south. They are also 
found on the south side of the Kansas 
river as far west as Lawrence and To- 
peka, while windrows of them are 
found in central Dakota which have 
been derived from ledges In the vi- 
cinity of Lake Superior. 



Tho size of theso Ice-transported 
bowlders is certainly surprising. Sev- 
eral In Switzerland which have been 
moved more than . 100 miles would 
weigh more than a ' thousand tons 
apiece. Tho celebrated Pierre-a-Bot, 
a bowlder above Neufchatel.

miles In Europe. In North America 
the southern border of this ico field 
extended into the ocean off the New 
England coast, rising like a great Ice 
wall out of the water, and westward 
to a lino running through Long Island, 
across New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
to Salamanca, N. Y., where it turned 
southwestwnrd and, with many minor 
variations, reached tho Ohio river 50 
or 60 miles above Cincinnati, crossed 
Kentucky and southern Indiana, reach- 
ing Its farthest extent at Carbondale, 
III.; thence northwest, It crossed tho 
Mississippi river at St Louis, and fol- 
lowed the Missouri and Kansas rivers 
to Topeka, where It Bwung northward 
across tho eastern parts of Kansas 
and Nebraska, and through central 
Dakota to near the Canada line; 
thenco proceeding (with a long loop 
whero It crossed tho Rocky mountains 
and the Sierras) to Puget sound and 
tho Pacific ocean. If one had ap- 
proached this line during tho glacial 
period anywhere from tho south, ho 
would have Immediately struck the 
conditions of Greenland, and found 
them continuous for thousands of 
mlloB. AlaBka still retains tho stumps 
of this great glacier, aovoral hundred 
square miles being covered by the 
Mulr glacier alone, and a Btlll larger 
area by tho Malasplna glacier, which 
comes down, from Mount St Ellas. 
In Europe tho Ice fields radiated from 
tho Scandinavian peninsula, extending 
across the North sea to southern Eng- 
land, and across tho Baltic to coutral 
Germany and southeastern Russia. 

In thinking of tho glacial period It 
should bo kept clearly in mind that 
glacial ice is. simply compressed Bnow. 
Glaciers are formed wherever there Is 
a snowfall which exceeds the' moling 
power of tho warm Boason. Everyone 
is familiar with the fact. that a snow- 
ball may bo made as hard as Ice by 
sufficient pressure In the hands. 

. That Ice in great maBBes could flow 
like cold tar or molasses or any other 
eeml-fluld seemed, until a Bhort time 
ago, Impossible, and did not enter Into 
the thought of mankind. But about 
70 years ago It was demonstrated In 
Switzerland that the Ice waa actually 
moving down the valleys, proceeding, 
not like an avalanche, but creeping 
with a true flow, and carrying on Its 
back and frozen Into its mass frag- 
ments of rock of varying/ sizes, soma 
of them being as largo as a Bmall 
house. Undor tho lee of ono of those 
rock masses on top of the Aar glacier 
AgaBslz built him a hut, and conducted 
many of his important observations. 

Tho groat extent of this glacial 
movement in former times was shown 
by the distance which somo of theso 
bowlders had been carried. 

In North America tho transportation 
of bowlders by glacial ico has been 
oven more remarkable Tho back- 
bone of Capo Cod and Long Island, a 
line of hills from one hundred to two 
hundred foot high, and two or three 
miles broad, Is simply a pllo of bowl- 
dors and small fragments transported 
from New England to Canada. Ply- 
• mouth Rock is a glacial bowlder 
which Journoyed from Its northern 
homo thousands of years before the 
Pilgrims sot out from Holland. Bowl- 
ders from the Adirondack mountains 



land, measured 60 by 20 by. 40 feet 
containing about 40,000 cubic feet; 
while another near Monthey contained 
more than 60,000 cubic feet Ship 
rock, near Peabody, Mass., is a 
glacially transported bowlder esti- 
mated to weigh 1,100 tons; while Mo? 
hegan rock in Mqntvllle, Conn., near 
Norwich, would weigh 10,000 tons. 
At Madison, N. H., there Is a bowlder 
measuring 30 by 40 by 75 feet, which 
can bo traced to ledges of Conway 
granite, about two miles away. Tho 
so-called Judge's cave, or West Rock, 
near New Haven, Conn., Is formed by 
a transported bowlder weighing 1,000 
tons, which can be traced to woll- 
known dykes of trap 16 miles to the 
north. 

A granite bowlder near Lebanon, O., 
which was brought by the Ice from 
Canada, measures 17 by 13 feet, with 
eight feet out of ground, and evidently 
a much larger mass under tho ground. 
But Prof. Orton has described a mass 
of Clinton limestone In Frooport, War- 
ren county, Ohio, which Is three- 
fourths of an acre In area and 16 feet 
In thickness, which has been brought 
several miles. The central part of 
northern Iowa contains a great num- 
ber of bowlders of exceptional size, 
brought from several hundred miles 
away. One of them furnished build* 
lng Btone enough to' construct an en- 
tiro church. 

Although these transported bowlders 
are such striking witnesses to tho slow 
but majestic movement of glacial Ice 
during tho glacial period, they are by 
no means the only ones. As the Jcs 
slowly crept oyer the surface frag- 
ments of rock became frozen Into its 
lower strata, and bowlders, gravel, 
sand and clay were dragged along be- 
neath it, furrowing and scratching 
and polishing tho surface of the rock 
to an astonishing degree. Almost 
anywhere over this glaciated area the 
removal of the soil will reveal 
scratched and polished rocks under- 
neath; Tho direction of the scratches 
and the grooves shows the direction 
In which the Ico was moving at tho 
time they wore made. This was, in 
tho main, outward, toward tho mar- 
gin of tho glaciated area which we 
have described, but there wore many 
curious variations. In central Ohio 
the direction of tho glacial scratches 
1b southeast, whereas on tho islands 
In tho western part of Lake Erie it 
Is very nearly west. At Logansport, 
Ind., extensive grooves and scratches 
havo been found where the movement 
Is toward tho north. This variation 
In the direction of the grooves and 
scratches indicates that there were 
eddies In tho Ice, such as are found in 
tho current of a deep, slow-moving 
stream ot water. Tho grooves on tho 
Islands In tho western end of Lake 
Erie are among tho most remarkable 
In tho world. Ono groove, In hard 
cornlforotts limestone, was about 20 
foot broad and eight feet deep, extend- 
ing for a long distance across Kelley 
Island. The surface of this groove is 
most finely polished, corals and. other 
fossils being cut off as sharply as 
could bo done by any graver's tool. 
The direction of theso grooves In "tho 
bod of Lako Erie Is evidently duo tc 
tho fact that tho depression of tho 
lake diverted the Ice movement In its 
closing stages In the direction of itt 
longer diameter toward tho natural

Forestry has done great things for 
Switzerland, preventing floods and 
making available all lands flt for 
crops. What are you doing to fur- 
ther the efforts of the government ag- 
ricultural department toward more 
tree growing? 

Bo Buro that you have a good corn 
stand. As soon as the corn is an inch 
high replant every hill that contains 
no plants.

When fresh whole milk Is not avail- 
able the little pigs you havo to raise 
by hand will thrive on boiled milk 
which has been thickened with a cup 
of flaxseed to each gallon. Add half 
a pound ef brown sugar and a little 
salt. 

A farmer In central Michigan faces 
tho problem of making four-cent pork 
and three-cent beef out of 60-cent 
corn, with common farm labor $30 
a month with board; hay $1G, and 
$20 a ton and corn stalks Ave cents 
a bundlo. Can you figure out his 
profit? 

It may be very Interesting specu- 
lation as to why woods came to bo, 
but the practical question for tho 
farmer is how quickest and most ef- 
fectually to be rid of thorn. The 
farmer is not Interested in any scien- 
tific discussions which will not serve 
any practical purpose. 

Tho producing capacity of the 
farm Is measured by tho humus and 
nitrogen content of tho surface soil, 
and if theso oannot be fully supplied 
by tho manure made on the farm, then 
legumes should bo grown to supple- 
ment the manure, and for this purpose 
and a profitable seed crop mammoth 
clover, over a largo part of our coun- 
try, heads the list, 

A good way to char cobB for the 
hogs 1b to dig a round hole; say three 
feet across, build a good fire with 
wood in tho bottom of this, fill In with 
corncobs, and when they are properly 
charred through but not burned to 
ashes, put on a lid of some kind to 
exclude tho air. Then add any wood 
ashes that may be convenient, and 
salt. Whea the mass Is cool put it In 
a box with a self-feed, where tho 
hogs can reach It, and let them eat 
what they want. 

Go slow in doublo cropping the or- 
chard land. A good crop of apples or 
other fruit removes about as much 
plant food as a crop of wheat. It Is 
poor policy to try to get both. The 
orchard should be cultivated If pos- 
sible up to bearing ago. If the site, 
Is so hilly that cultivation is liable to 
cause serious washing of the soil, the 
young trees should be mulched. A 
good mulch of straw or , grass serves 
much the same purpose as clean culti- 
vation, In keeping the ground moist 
There is danger from mice, which aro 
iiabie to shelter In such a mulch, how- 
ever, unless measures are taken to 
protect the trees. For this purpose, 
wire netting Is very satisfactory or 
tree protectors of veneer. If tho or- 
chard is on comparatively lovol 
ground, the raising of somo low-grow- 
ing hoed crops 1b often of advantage. 
Hay or grain, however, aro out' ot 
place in the orchard, and young trees 
especially suffer from their presence. 



Tho advantage* of breaking colts 
when very young is that they are eas- 
ier to handle and learn more quick- 
ly If' a colt Is taken at the proper 
ago and broken to halter leading and 
to harness there Is no need of the des- 
perate hard struggles which often take 
place in the breaking of half-grown 
colts. 



Coburn the Kansas farm expert 
gives this quintet of don'ta for tho 
alfalfa raiser: Don't sow any nurse 
crop. Don't sow on freshly plowed 
land, no matter how carefully pre- 
pared. Don't let weeds or grass grow 
over six Inches high without clipping. 
Don't clip or mow when wot w^h rain 
or dew. Don't let alfalfa stand; if turn- 
ing yellow, cut it. 

Few farmers realize the damage 
which weeds do to the corn. They 
not only take the fertility which the 
corn needs, but worse still tho moist- 
ure. By cultivation you kill the 
weeds, conserve the moisture, make 
the fertility of tho soil more available, 
and loosen the soil bo that air may 
get at the roots, an essential condi- 
tion In corn growing. 

A very good method of capturing 
the chicken hawk Is to sot stool traps 
about .the carcass of the chicken last 
caught and partly devoured, or to 
erect a tall pole in an open field near 
tho chicken yard, placing a trap at 
the top. % Ho will be most sure to 
alight on tho pole, awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to pounce down upon the un- 
suspecting fowls, and consequently 
gets Into the trap. 

Bad cases of scours In cows can 
be treated as follows: First remove 
the animal from the pasture and put It 
In the barn and let the feed bo the 
very best of the early cut, woll cured 
mixed clover and timothy hay. The 
next thing to do will be to give It at 
one dose two ounces each of castor 
and puro olive olla to clean out the 
bowels of effete material. . Scald a 
pint of milk and In it scald a teaspoon- 
ful of ground black pepper. Mix a half 
pint of lime water and pour down it 
three times per day until the scouring 
ceases. 

To tan a sheep's skin stretch and 
nail on smooth board surface, wool 
side down. Scrape carefully, getting 
off all bits of flesh. Now mix one 
pound of pulverized alum . and one 
pound common salt, sprinkle the mix-, 
ture evenly over the skin and rub In 
with a corn cob all It will absorb; 
then sprinkle it over with a little 
more and leave It for a .few days. A 
second application will render It thor- 
oughly cured. Leave it until dry. Finch 
tho surface, and by the feeling and 
sound you can tell If all parts aro 
ovenly tanned. Tho next process is 
tho hardest for a woman— washing. 
It will take several washings and 
good rinsings In clean, cold water. 
Squeeze the water from It and hang It 
fleeco down to drip. It will dry beau- 
tifully In tho sun on a stout clothes- 
line or wlro fence, shaking it occa- 
sionally. 



T is possible to hold Fourth of 
July celebrations In the shadow 
of the structure which saw the 
birth and signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, the most potent 
doctrine for freedom in the history of 
the world, and tho nation has not. ig- 
nored the opportunity. 

There are many patriotic Ameri- 
cans who mako it a duty on 
July 4 to Journey to Philadelphia, a 
pllgrjmage to the shrine of liberty, 
there to raise their voices In thanks 
and rejoicing for the great, deed that 
was there accomplished. 

Since that day, now distant 131 
years, when Charles Thomson, rising 
in his chair, read for tho first time the 
final draft of that momentous docu- 
ment which Thomas Jefferson wrote, 
but which underwent many changes 
before meeting with the final* approval 
of the delegates to the continental 
congress, not an Independence day 
has been permitted to pass without a 
proper celebration In the public square 
back of Independence hall. 

Presidents of the United States, sen- 
ators, representatives, justices of the 
highest courts, and even foreign am- 
bassadors have poured forth their elo- 
quence at liberty's cradle.- The 
municipal authorities of the city of 
Philadelphia are careful to see to It 
that some distinguished man Is always 
on hand as orator of the day. 

The pomp of military circumstance 
has sometimes been called upon to 
lend prestige to the occasion, and the 
best musicians of the land have been 
proud to play patriotic airs in the 
shadow of the steeple where hung the 
bell that so singularly fulfilled the pro- 
phetic mission assigned It 24 years 
before to "proclaim liberty through- 
out the land." 

The location of the hall lends Itself 
to purposes of public celebration. 
There is ample room, both front and 
back, for 1 the building stands well 
back from the pavement, so that a 
largo company can gather in front. 
In the rear, the beautiful Indepen- 
dence "square, there Is still more 
space, and thousands assemble to lis- 
ten to the orations, and hear the 
Declaration of Independence read. 

This latter is really the distinctive 
feature of Fourth of July celebrations 
In Independence square. The day 
would not seem properly observed 
with this omitted. 

It Is a notable record of which 
every American may be proud that 
not a Fourth of July has passed since 
we have been a nation, without the in- 
spired words being uttered again to 
the air that heard them first. 

The first reading of tho declaration 
was that by Charles Thomson, the 
secretary of congress, when he an- 
nounced the completed paper to the 
men who had framed It. Thomson 
did not, however, road the declaration 
from the balcony of Independence hall 
to tho people crowded outside to hear 
for tho first timo In what terms the 
colonlBts should tell King George that 
his control of tho 13 colonies was at 
an end. 

That privilege was reserved for 
John Nixon, a prominent member of 
tho committee of safety. In honor of 
the occasion! delegates to tho congress 
filed out In the July sunshine to listen 
to the sacred words. 

Later, long years after, Edwin For- 
est, the most noted of American ac- 
tors, whose love for patriotism and the 
institutions of his country was deeper 
even." than hlB regard for the stage, 
stood on the same spot, and on a 
Fourth of July morning read the words 
of Jefferson, as no man has read them 
before or Blnce." A great crowd wbb 
present, oerhana the largest over as- 



sembled, and the actor during and aft- 
er the reading was cheered again and 
again. 

Forest esteemed the Declaration of 
Independence as the best single piece 
of composition In existence, valuing It 
even above his beloved Shakespeare. 
Two years after the first Fourth of 
July, there occurred a celebration in 
Independence square that had a spe- 
cial significance. The advance, of the 1 
British, and their occupation of Phil? ■ 
adelphla during the winter of 1777- 
1778, had forced congress to leave the 
Quaker city and go to York. 

After the evacuation congress re- 
turned July 2 and a grand celebration 
of the recurrence of the promulgation ' 
of the declaration was held, in which' 
nearly the entire population of- Phila- 
delphia joined. Chevalier Conrad Al- 
exander Gerard of France, the first 
minister ever accredited to tho United 
States from any power, was an inter- * 
ested spectator. 

During the centennial In Philadel- 
phia there was naturally a notable 
demonstration, and no less a person 
than Don Pedro, emperor of Brazil, 
sat among those who cheered the sen- 
timents that had sounded the downfall 
of monarchy In this country, and were 
'finally to take his throne from the 
ruler of Brazil. 

In later years, another representa- 
tive of a foreign country was the cen 
tral figure at Independence square. 
Wu Ting Fang, Chinese minister, 
spoke there with fine eloquence, and 
made one of the best speeches cred- 
ited to him In his many felicitous utter- 
ances in this country. 

The anomaly that he was the envoy 
of one of the most absolute of mon- 
archies did not prevent tho celestial 
from painting In most graphic phrase 
what the venerable building stood for. 
During his first administration, 
Grover Cleveland, president of the 
United States, came to Philadelphia 
one Fourth of July and, standing on a * 
platform raised on 'the square, ap- 
pealed to the young manhood of Amer- 
ica that the great lessons of 177G be 
not Ignored. 

Samuel J. Randall, Judge Kelley, 
Gen. Grant, Lewis Cassldy have also 
figured prominently in; Fourth of July 
celebrations there. 

During the administration of Mayot 
Warwick, himself an orator of genuine 
gifts, every year was made the oc- 
casion of notable demonstrations to 
which were Invited men of national 
fame. 

Under the direction of the governor 
of Pennsylvania a work of Incalculable 
Interest hns been finished at Valley 
Forge park by the Btate. 

Valley Forge has a close relation- 
ship with Independence day, and the 
old camp Bite has proved a Mecca on 
July 4 to thousands of Americans who 
come from all over the union to pay 
a tribute to the fathers of the. United 
States who suffered and died on this 
historic spot. Practically the entire . 
site has been reserved. A chapel 
has been erected'. on the spot whore 
Washington was discovered at prayer. 
At the moment Valley Forge park 
comprises ' about 175 acres. It la • 
properly policed, and cared for by 
workmen, whoso duty It Is to keep the 
roads and the entire park in perfect 
order. 

.Public interest has .kept pace with 
the work. On Memorial day 1,500 per- 
sons registered at the headquarters, 
and- this iBprobably not one-fourth oC 
those who were in the park. 

Anywhere from 8,000 to 10,000 Amer- 
icans will* fittingly celebrate July 4, 
1908, by going over tho ground, on 
which tb el r heroic forefathers under- 
went the sufferings l that made, lndo/ 
pendenco possible.

Breezy Gossip, Notes and Doings 
^ of Interest at Springfield. 





Springfield.— Widely varying tem- 
peratures, reaching extremes of 39 de- 
grees and 97 degrees, marked condi- 
tions in Illinois, as shown by the 
weekly bulletin issued by William G. 
Burns, director of the. Illinois section 
of the weather bureau, United States 
department of agriculture. Summar- 
izing conditions of one week Director 
Burns says: 

"A great contrast In temperature 
obtained. The week opened very cool 
.with frost-forming temperature in por- 
tions of the central and northern dis- 
tricts. A decided temperature reac- 
tion on the 18th was attended by 
maximum temperatures near 90 de- 
grees and there were increasing high 
temperatures to the close of the week, 
culminating in a maximum of 90 de- 
grees, and there were increasing high 
temperatures on tho 21st In the cen- 
tral district. The mean temperature 
for the state was slightly above nor- 
mal; the temperature extremes were 
9.7 and 39 degrees. The precipitation 
was deficient in all sections, the great- 
est deficiency occurlng In the central 
and southern districts, where the rain- 
fall was practically nothing. Reports 
not shown in the published report in- 
dicate rainfall In practically satisfy- 
ing quantities in the northern district; 
otherwise moisture is needed In other 
parts of the state. ' The percentage of 
bright sunshine was the greatest of 
tho season, the average for the state 
being about 80 per cent."

Water Way Plan GetsSetback. 

Judge Julian W. Mack decided that 
the Economy Light and Power Com- 
pany may maintain Its dam In the. Dos- 
plalnes river at Dresden Heights. The 
decision, which may prove a setback 
to the deep water ways project, holds 
that the Desplalnes river is not a nav- 
igable stream, and that the contracts 
between the Economy company and 
the "tadpole" canal commissioners are 
valid. Through theso agreements the 
company acquired for $2,200 rights 
which now are valued at something 
like $15,000,000. Judge Mack also 
holdB that the trustees of the Illinois 
and Michigan canal did not exceed 
their power when they gave to tho 
light and power company the right to 
uso the river for overflowing purposes. 
In dissolving tho temporary restrain- 
ing order issued by Judge Stough, the 
court accords the state only one 
triumphant point. He holds as In- 
valid that clause in tho lease which 
gives the company the right to renew 
the contract after the expiration of 20 
years. This was mentioned in the In- 
vestigation before the legislature last 
fall na the "eternal" clause, and Judge 
Mack declares It to be invalid because 
It practically amounts to an out-and- 
out sale. Tho decision hits that part 
of the deep water way plan which con- 
templates the use of the Desplalnes 
river as a part of the general scheme.

EXPLOSION OF CHEMICALS. 



Nearly a Score Injured — Fireman 

Mortally Hurt by Accident 

to Engine. 



Museum Is Enlarged. 

In the allotment of space since the 
removal of the supreme court to Its 
new building, Secretary Rose has 
greatly Increased the space at the dis- 
posal of the Natural History museum. 
Director A. R. Crook Immediately be- 
gan the removal of thousands of speci- 
mens from the basement of the state 
house to the museum. These mate- 
rials had been stored for years. They 
consisted of from twenty to thirty 
thousand specimens of fossils, miner- 
als and geological specimens. Among 
these specimens are materials of great 
value, both from an educational and 
entertainment point of view. Every 
specimen must first be washed and a 
name given to it. It must be classi- 
fied and put In Its proper position In 
the department of Natural History to 
which It belongs. Unfortunately, a 
vast amount of labor which has been 
"put. on the specimens has been lost 
since labels* and specimens have been 
mixed and destroyed. The work re- 
quired is similar to that In a library 
when 20,000 books have been cata- 
logued, some of them being without 
title, many of them unbound, and all 
of them more or less soiled. 



Illinois Underwriters Elect. 

Fred T. Wise, state agent of the 
Home of New York, was unanimously 
elected president of the Illinois state 
beard of fire underwriters, the threat- 
ened opposition candidacy, with ban- 
ners and placards, turning out to be 
part of a hoax. Fred H. Burke, state 
agent of the fire association, was 
elected vice-president with equal 
unanimity. Miss M. T. Tiffany was 
elected secretary and the executive 
committee Is made up of J. B. Tall- 
man, Royal exchange; C. L. Dewltt, 
Newark, and C. \V. Goode, German- 
American. Addresses were made by 
Preston T. Kelcey, assistant manager 
of the Sun; C. M. Cartwrlght and 
others. The newly-elected president 
is tho son of Dr. "B. T. Wise, one of the 
first presidents of the state board, 
who died a few months ago. Tho ses- 
sion was given up to consideration of 
the recommendations In the report of 
the executive committee. Action was 
decided upon at several points whore 
conditions have been disturbed, large- 
ly by non-board competition. Special 
complaint was made of the action of 
some companies In writing business 
in the smaller towns, not reporting 
through the stamping offices, at less 
than the tariff rates. 



St. Paul, Minn. — A special dispatch 
from Graceville, Minn,, gives addi- 
tional details of tho tornado that 
struck Clinton, a town of 400 Inhabit- 
ants In the western part of Minnesota, 
late Saturday afternoon, killing seven 
people. Tho dispatch sa>*B that over 
60 were Injured, but that only 11 were 
seriously' hurt. 

Thirty-three houses In Clinton were 
destroyed and 26 were practically 
ruined. Two hundred people are home- 
less. Medical aid is sufficient as doc- 
tors from Graceville and Ortonville 
have been in constant attendance on 
the Injured, but scores are destitute 
of clothing and outsldo aid is needed. 
Those killed were: Mrs. G. W. John- 
son, Fred Stottesberry, Thomas Roth- 
well, Kate Mills, Mrs. Olaf Nicholson 
and baby, and Mrs. Rebecca Vander- 
marck. 

Town of Pukwana Destroyed. 
Mitchell, S. D.— The little town of 
Pukwana, In Brule county, about .50 
miles west of Mitchell on tho Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, was 
almost wiped out at 11 o'clock Satur- 
day night by a tornado. No one was 
injured. 

Between 12 and 15 stores and homes 
were destroyed, and there was not a 
house in the town that was not dam- 
aged. Two large elevators wero blown 
down across tho Mllwankee track, 
covering a freight car. Tho railway 
station was wrecked. On the ranch 
of Carpontcr Sanborg, adjoining the 
town on tho north, all buildings but 
two were destroyed, entailing a loss 
exceeding 5100,000. 

Tho tornado was accompanied by 
rain and hall, which covered a strip of 
country three miles wide. The entire 
farming country in the path of the 
hailstorm was ruined. A coal car 
standing on tho Milwaukee track was 
half filled with hall stones. 



Chicago; — Five porsons were killed 
and nearly a scoro were injured; two 
porhaps fatally, Thursday In a firo fol- 
lowing an explosion pt chcmlcalB in 
the plant of tho Pabst Chemical com- 
pany, 178 Huron . street. Four of the 
dead are members of the Nolan fam- 
ily — a mother and three children. An 
alarm of fire was sent in by employes 
of the chemical company and members 
of truck company No. 5, whoBe head- 
quarters are less than a block from 
tho scene, hurried to tho building. 
Mrs. Nolan and her. three children at- 
tempted to reach the rear fire escape, 
but apparently were overcome by the 
heat and smoke and fell to tho floor. 
They wero suffocated when tho fire 
spread to the upper floors of the build-, 
Ing. After tho fire had been gotten 
under* control memborB of truck com- 
pany No. 3 went to the third floor and 
found their bodies huddled together. 

The three upper floors of the build- 
ing, which is four stories high, wero 
occupied as living apartments, and In 
the first floor and basement wore tho 
factory and offlco of the Pabst Chem- 
ical company, a proprietary medicine 
concern. Tho explosion occurred In 
the basement, supposedly from com- 
bustion of the chemicals stored there. 
Flames and suffocating fumes swept 
through tho building. There was a 
rush for the flro escapes and win- 
dows, when tho occupants recovered 
from tho force of tho explosion and 
found themselves In tho midst of a fur- 
nace. Hands and faces were burned 
and hair singed off In tho rush to 
safety. 

While on tho way to tho firo in .re- 
sponse to the second alarm, engine 
company No. 1, stationed at Van 
Ruren street and Fifth avenue, met 
with a mishap which may cause tho 
death of John Doody, tho engineer. 
The engine was going north in Fifth 
avenue when at Adams street tho rear 
axle broke. The boiler toppled to the 
right, pinning Doody under tho ma- 
chinery.

Ruling on Miners' Act. 
* In an opinion rendered Attorney 
General Stead holds that the recent 
miners' qualification act applies only 
to men actually engaged in cutting and 
digging coal and has no reference to 
others employed at the mines. He also 
holds that managers and examiners 
who hold certificates from the respec- 
tive examining boards must, If they 
dig or cut coal in addition to their du- 
ties, obtain certificates of competency. 
Miners engaged in their work July 1 
and for two years prior to that date 
are entitled to certificates upon -proof 
of such service without answering the 
12 required questions. Everyone to 
whom a certificate Is granted must pay 
a fee of one dollar. Representatives of 
the Illinois Coal Operators and United 
Mine Workers and Assistant Attorney 
General Woodward held a conference 
with Gov. Deneen to determine the cor- 
rect construction of certain sections of 
the new miners* examination law 
which went Into effect. President 
Walker of the Mine Workers' and At- 
torney Martin of the operators, were 
present. 



Dr. James Commissioned by Governor. 
Dr. Edmund J. James, president of 
the University of Illinois, was com- 
missioned by Gov. Deneen to make a 
careful study of recent educational de- 
velopments in Germany, especially; 
and also in other continental countries 
and in Great Britain, in the field of 
secondary and higher education, to 
serve as the basis of a report to the 
state educational commission of Illi- 
nois, recently appointed by the gov- 
ernor. Dr. James will also Inspect the 
chief veterinary schools in Germany 
and other European countries for the 
purpose of gathering Information to 
servo as a basis of recommendations 
In regard to the new college of veterin- 
ary surgery and research laboratory 
to bo established as a part of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in Chicago. Dr. 
James sailed from New York and will 
reach Berlin about the middle of July. 
The University of Illinois is one of 
the largest of the great state univer- 
sities which have grown up upon the 
basis of the federal land grant acts of 
18G2. The attendance during the past 
year was 4,703.

cific and imperiled surrounding prop- 
erty valued at another million.

Rose Rapidly from Time of His Election as Mayor of 
Buffalo in 1881, Governor of New York in 1882, 
and Elected to Presidency in 1884— The 
Last of the Ex- Presidents. 



Simple But Impressive Ceremonies 

Mark the Consignment of the Re= 

mains of Ex=President Cleveland 

to Their Last Resting Place 




Princeton, N. J.— Grover Cleveland trlct attorney of Erie county. At that 



died suddenly Wednesday at his home 
here. 

While It was known that Mr. Cleve- 
land had for the past three months 
been suffering from a severe attack of 
rheumatic gout and acute indigestion, 
his death came as a complete surprise. 
He had been a sufferer from gout 
and diabetes for more than two years. 
Early in 1900 he was stricken with an 
attack of Indigestion, the result of dia- 
betes, and for weeks was unable to 
partake of any except liquid nourish- 
ment 

A sojourn in the south Improved his 
health considerably. 

Suffers Second Attack. , 
Mr. Cleveland returned to Princeton 
nnd resumed his duties as trustee of 
the Equitable Life Company. 

Early last year he had a repetition 
of the attack of Indigestion and for 
some weeks his condition was such 
that his life was despaired of. 

Mr. Cleveland made a splendid fight 
for life and won. In February last dia- 
betes began to make Itself felt again, 
and Mr. Cleveland became subject to 
spells of unconsciousness, coupled 
again with Inability to assimilate food. 
Death finally came at 8:40 a. m. 
Wednesday. 

Causes of His Death. 
The following statement, signed by 
Dr. Joseph B. Bryant, Dr. George R. 
Lock wood and Dr. J. M. Camochan, 
was given out: 

"Mr. Cleveland for many years has 
suffered from repeated attacks of gas 



time he was supporting his mother 
and sister and when ho was drafted 
to serve In the army he was forced to 
borrow sufficient funds to send a sub- 
stitute. In 18CB he was defeated for 
the position of district attorney of his 
county and entered into partnership 
with Isaac V. Vanderpool. In 18C9 ho 
joined the firm of Lannlng, Cleveland 
& Folsom. 

Nominated for Mayor of Buffalo. , 
In 1881 he was nominated as the 
Democratic candidate for mayor of 
Buffalo and was elected by the largest 
majority ever given In that city, al-. 
though the Republican state ticket 
was carried. While serving as mayor 
of Buffalo he became known as the 
"veto mayor," for IiIb fearless exer- 
cise of that right in checking the ex- 
travagance and the illegal expenditure 
of public moneys. In 1882 Mr. Cleve- 
land ran for governor of New York 
against Charles J. Folger, then United 
States secretary of the treasury, and 
won by a plurality of nearly 200,000. 
His administration was notable for 
the simple and unostentatious way In 
which he conducted the business of 
the state. 

At the Democratic national conven- 
tion held In Chicago In July, 1884, 
Cleveland was nominated by his party, 
as Its candidate for the presidency of 
the United States and at the election 
in the following November was chosen 
to that ofllce. In. the electoral college 
his plurality over his opponent, Mr. 
Blaine, was 37 votes. Mr. Cleveland

Princeton.— The funeral of ex-Presl- 
dent Grover Cleveland was marked by 
extreme simplicity. Although twice 
elected president of the United States, 
no pomp or splendor had a place in 
the ceremonies. The half mile of 
thoroughfare through which the cor- 
tege passed from the Cleveland home 
to the cemetery was policed by mount- 
ed troops and blue-coated soldiers, but 
they were there for police duty and as 
a measure of precaution in protecting 
the living president rather than as an 
element of display in paying tribute 
to a departed chief executive. 

It has been Mrs. Cleveland's wish to 
avoid anything of a military nature at 
the funeral, and it was only when the 
necessity of guarding President Roose- 
velt, who was In attendance, was 
borne upon her by those in charge of 
the funeral arrangements that she con- 
sented to the presence of troops In a 
police capacity. 

Four clergymen officiated at the 
house and at the grave. They read the 
burial service from the Presbyterian 
Book of Common Worship, but of- 
fered no eulogy. This Bimple service 
was conducted by Dr. Henry Van Dyke I 
of Princeton, Rev. Dr. William R. Rich- 
ards of New York; Rev. Sylvester W. 
Beach, pastor of the First Presbyter- 
ian church of Princeton, where the 
Cleveland family attend,* and Rev. 
Maltland V. Bartlett, former pastor 
of the same church. 

There were no honorary pallbearers. 
The old-time friends who bore Mr. 
Cleveland's body to its final resting 
place in the Cleveland plot were May- 
or George B. McClellan.Paul Morton, 
Commodore E. C. Benedict, Richard 
Watson Gilder of New York; Prof. 
Paul Van Dyke, Dean Andrew F. West, 
Prof. John G. Hlbben, Junius S. Mor- 
gan, a nephew of J. Pierpont Morgan; 
A. D. Russell, Prof. Howard McLena- 
lum and Bayard Stockton of Prince- 
ton. 

The services at the home which be- 
gan at five o'clock, were brief, after 
which the cortege was formed and 
proceeded to the cemetery down Bay- 
ard lane to Nassau street, the prin- 
cipal street in the village, thence up 
Vandeverter avenue to Wiggen Btreet, 
which leads to tho cemetery. 

Only those invited to the funeral 
and a few newspaper men entered the 
cemetery, which wac. guarded by 
mounted troops and members of the 
National Guard of New Jersey. The 
Presbyterian service was said at the 
I grave, the- casket lowered Into tho 
ground and one of the country's most 
distinguished citizens became but a 
memory. 

President Roosevelt, Gov. Fort of 
New Jersey, Gov. Hughes of New 
York, Gov. Hoke Smith of Georgia, 
members or former President Cleve- 
land's cabinets, and other notnble citi- 
zens were In attendance. President 
Roosevelt nrrlved on a special train at 
4:40 p. m. He was met at the station 
by Gov.. Fort, and they drove direct to 
the Cleveland home. After the cere- 
monies the president left Princeton at 



R. B. Glenn of North Caro- 
lina and Gov. Davidson of Wisconsin. 
Mr. Cleveland's body was burled in 
Princeton cemetery, in the family plot, 
where He the remains of Ruth, the 
eldest of the Cleveland children. 

Among those who came here to ex- 
tend personally their sympathy, was 
Cleveland F. Bacon of New York, a 
nephew of Mr. Cleveland. Mr. Bacon 
is the son of Mr. Cleveland's sister, 
Mrs. M. B. Bacon of , Toledo, O. He 
came here in response to a telegram, 
and assisted Mrs. Cleveland in the fu- 
neral arrangements. Others who 
came to Princeton were Paul Morton, 
president of tho Equitable Life As- 
surance society, of which Mr. Cleve- 
land was a trustee, and Richard Wat- 
son Gilder of New York. Mr. Morton 
returned to New York in less than an 
hour after his arrival here. He camo 
to Princeton for the sole purpose of 
extending his sympathy to Mrs. Cleve- 
land, and to tender her his services. 
Another caller was Col. Frederick Gil- 
kyson, assistant adjutant general of 
the National Guard of New Jersey, 
who came as the personal representa- 
tive of Gov. Fort.

Worldwide Honor to Dead. 
Washington.— To every naval sta- 
tion and every United States naval 
vessel in commission throughout tho 
world, to all military posts and sta- 
tions, to all United States diplomatic 
and consular offices in every quarter 
went forth instructions for observance 
of the president's proclamation an- 
nouncing former President Cleveland's 
death. 

Brazil accorded special honors In 
memory of Mr. Cleveland. The name 
Cleveland is intimately associated 
with the history of Brazil, because 
during his first term as president he 
was selected by the Argentine repub- 
lic and Brazil as arbitrator In deter- 
mining the boundary line between the 
two republics, his decision favoring 
Brazil. 

The president of Brazil ordered the 
sending of three wreaths to Princeton 
— one a tribute of respect from Bra- 
zil, another a tribute from Baron de 
Rio Branco, Brazilian minister for 
foreign affairs, who at the time of the 
arbitration of the boundary dispute 
was Brazilian minister in Washington 
and defended the cause of his coun- 
try before Mr. Cleveland; and the 
third wreath was from the Brazilian 
embassy in this city. 

President Attends Funeral. 
Oyster Bay, N. Y.— News of the 
death of Mr.- Cleveland was communi- 
cated to President Roosevelt at his 
summer homo here and caused radical 
changes in tho president's plans for 
the immediate future. Mr. Roosevelt 
was visibly deeply shocked at the 
tidings and immediately telegraphed 
Mrs. Cleveland at Princeton, N. J., 
tendering his sympathy and that of 
Mrs. Roosevelt. Afterward announce- 
ment was made that President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt would attend the fu- 
neral services at. Princeton Friday.

LIFE OF CLEVELAND A BUSY ONE. 



' Torn In Caldwell, N. J., and a De- 
scendant of English Stock. 
Grover Cleveland, the twenty-sec- 
dud and twenty-fourth president of the 
United States, was born March 18, 
1837, In Caldwell, N. J. His family 
came from England and settled In 
Massachusetts in the early part of the 
seventeenth century. His father waB 
a physlclun and had been ordained as 
a minister and married the daughter 
of n Baltimore merchant, who had 
come from Ireland. In 1841 the Clove- 
land family removed to Fayettevllle 
N. Y., where young Grover received 
his first schooling, and where later.at 
nn early age ho served as a clerk in 
a small- country store. Still later, 
when his parents settled In Clinton, 
N Y he pilrsued his studies further, 
and when only 17 he was appointed as- 
. Bislnnt teacher In the New York In- 
-Htitution, for the, blind. In 1855 Cleve- 
land asslBted his' uncle, Lewis K Al- 
len in the compilation of the "Ameri- 
can Herd Book," and during tho Bame 
period he served a clerkship with the 
law firm of Rogers, Bowen & Rogers, 
nt Buffalo. .It was In that ofllce that 
Cleveland began to read law. Hewas 
admitted to the New York bar in 1859. 
He continued with the same firm, 
whore he acted as chief clerk until 
ISO* 



the oath of office was administered to 
him by Chief JiiBtice Waite. While 
president he exercised the veto power 
beyond all precedent and out of 987 
bills he refused to affix his signature 
to 115. 

Private Pension Bills Vetoed. 
Most of these were private pension 
bills. It was during his first term that 
Cleveland married in the White Houso 
Miss Prances Folsom, June 2, 1886. 
She was a daughter of hta former law 
partner. 

In 1888 he was a candidate for a 
second term, but was defeated In the 
election of that year by Benjamin Hnr- 
rlson. After his retirement from pub- 
lic life he settled In New York city, 
where he opened a law ofllce. He had 
a large practice and was frequently In 
Washington arguing Important cases 
before the United States supremo 
court. 

At the national Democratic conven- 
tion held in Chicago in June, 1892, ho 
was for the third time named as his 
party's candidate for tho presidency 
and In tho following November was 
elected. During the great railroad 
strike In Chicago In 1894 he ordered 
out the United States troops to pre- 
vent the obstruction of the malls, al- 
though Gov. Altgeld, who had not 
asked for soldiers, protested against 
the action. After his retirement from 
public ofllce Cleveland lived with his 
family at Princeton, N. J. He delivered 
two lectures annually to tho students 
of 'the Princeton university. On Feb- 
ruary 1, 1907, he was made chairman 
of tho Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents at

Mrs. Cleveland arose early, and 
shortly after six o'clock In the morn- 
ing, accompanied by President Flnley 
of the College of New York, went to 
the cemetery, where she gave final di- 
rections for locating the grave. 

The ex-presldent's body was em- 
balmed Thursday and placed In a cas- 
ket and taken to the library on tho 
first floor, where the ceremonies were 
conducted. A. silver plate bears the 
Inscription: "Grover Cleveland, March 
18, 1837— June 24, 1908." 

Only two of the Cleveland children, 
who were all at Tamworth, N. H., 
Esther and Richard, attended the fu- 
neral. They camo here with Mrs. 
John H. Flnley, wife of President Fln- 
ley of New York university.

In by the hundreds from all parts of 
the United States and other countries.* 
besides President Roosevelt's tele- 
gram, messages of condolence came 
from government officials, governors, 
legislators, prominent educators and 
citizens In various walkB of life.

one of its greatest cltbens. By 
profession a lawyer, his chief 
services to his country were 
rendered during a long, varied 
and honorable career In public 
life. As mnyor of his city, as 
governor of hla Btate, and twice 
as president, he showed signal 
power as an administrator, 
coupled with entire devotion to 
tho country's good and a cour- 
age that quailed before no hos- 
tility when once he was con- 
vinced where his duty lay. Since 
his retirement from tho. presi- 
dency he has continued well 
nnd faithfully to serve his coun- 
trymen by the simplicity, dlgnl- : 
ty and. uprightness of his private 
life. 

In testimony of the respect In 
which his memory is held by the 
government and people of the 
.United States, I do hereby di- 
rect that the flags on the White 
Houso and the severnl depart- 
mental buildings be displayed at 
half stnft for a period of 30 days, 
tind that suitable military and 
naval honors, under the orders 
of the secretaries . of war and 
of the navy, be rendered on the 
.dny of the funeral.

When I established the PresB tho 
place la- which I located was a far 
western town, now a middle western 
city.

I was very 
resourceful In averting, the conse- 
quences. When I attacked a man and 
ho came Into tho office of the Tress for 
blood I told him that we-I invariably 
used tho editorial plural-had based 
our allegations on tho best informa- 
tion. Then whon ho demanded tho 
nnmo of "our" Informant "wo" prom- 
ised to glvo It after consultation with 
said informant in case be determined 
to faco the consequences. If ho re- 
fused, then wo would publish a denial, 
with an explanation. This usually 
staved tho matter off for n day or two, 
when "wo" published a statement that 
"wo" had been grossly Imposed upon. 
I don't know which helped tho paper 
most, tho excitement attending tho ac- 
cusation or the frank and manly man- 
ner in which we mado tho amendo 
honorable. 

Operating as I was in civil war time, 
when everybody was Intensely pep- 
pery, it 1b a wonder that I escaped 
some of my advertising episodes with 
my life. Indeed, I flnnlly made such n 
stir In n certain Instance that I was 
obliged to move my paper to a n6w lo- 
cation, though In the crbo.I mention I 
had no Intention of attacking any one. 
I merely perpetrated what I. consid- 
ered a witticism. A certain Colonel N. 
had at tho request of his follow cltl- 
Hens resigned his command to come 
homo and make, a political campaign. 
Referring to him in nn item, I quoted: 

Grim visaged war has smoothed his 
wrinkled front, and now Instead of mount- 
ing barbed eteoda to fright' the soula ot 
fearful adversaries ha capora nimbly In a 
lady's chamber. 

The Idea I intended to convey was 
that tho colonel would have a very dif- 
ferent time between bullets and bal- 
lots. Unfortunately he was not fa- 
miliar with the poets and knew noth- 
ing of Shakespeare. Ho doubtless bad 
a guilty conscience with reference to 
somo fair dame and inferred that It 
was to this that the Press referred. 

There was also a certain dancing 
maBter in tho town, Demalso Robltalle, 
upon whom I happened to porpetrato 
at tho same tlmo another so colled bon- 
mot I referred to hlraas M. Bobtail. 
The morning that those two Items 
came out In my paper I was sitting in 
my '.sanctum getting, together, material 
for my next day's Issue. I had had a 
troubled week with the people I had 
used to advcrtlso tho paper and had de- 
termined to advertlBo no moro In that 
way. It was proving hazardous. I 
therefore felt very much at easo with 
myself and all tho world. As to Colo- 
nel N. or Demalso Robltalle, I was not 
conscious of having Insulted either of 
them. Hearing a step behind me, I 
turned and saw the warrior advancing 
upon me. In his oyo was a blood- 
thirsty look I had nover seen in any 
man's eyo before.

Liability of Employers Here and 
Abroad. 



COMPENSATION FOR INJURY. 



Principle Thnt Workmen Should Be 
Indemnified For Accidents Received 
While at Work Legally Recognized In 
Many Foreign Countries. 

"The Legal Liability of Employers 
For Injuries to Their Employees In tho 
United States" and a "Summary of the 
Workmen's Compensation Acts of For- 
eign Countries"" are .the subjects of 
articles In bulletin No. 7-i of the bu- 
reau of labor of tbe department of 
commerce nnd labor. 

In the first nrtlcle Lindley D. Clark 
discusses at leugth the more important 
principles of the common law as gen- 1 
orally applied to tho subject of em- 
ployers' liability In this country, to- 
gether with 6uch variations as appcai 
in certain states. The article also re- 
produces the laws of those states 
which have passed enactments on the 
subject and presents the construction 
put therein where they have been re- 
viewed by the superior state courts or 
the federal courts. 

The Impossibility of adequately se- 
curing to the workman tho needed 
protection by a mere grant of right of 
action for injuries for which the em- 
ployer can rightly bo charged Is only 
too evident from the discussion of the 
principles of law applicable. 

In striking contrast with conditions 
in the United States Is the position of 
tho forelgu workman who Is Injured 
by accident In the course of his em- 
ployment. Practically every foreign 
country of nny, importance Industrially 
has by leglslatfou recognized the prin- 
ciple that the workman Is entitled to 
compensation ; for Injuries from acci- 
dents received' In the course of his em- 
ployment. Twenty-two foreign states 
have enacted such legislation— namely: 

Austria. Belgium. British Columbia. 
Capo of Good Hope, Denmark, Fin- 
land, France, Germany, Great Britain, 
Greece, Hungary. Italy, Luxemburg. 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, 
Queensland. Russia, South. Australia, 
Spain, Sweden nnd Western Australia. 

While there Is some variation In tho 
provisions of the foreign- laws ns to the 
circumstances under which workmen 
are entitled to compensation,' as n rule 
compensation Is not payable unless the 
Injury causes disablement. for u speci- 
fied number of days or weeks. 
—The, .fi'iinioypr lunv.-uaunllr. .bu. tit- 
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Ileved from the payment" of compensa 
tlon If he can prove that the Injury 
wns caused Intentionally or by willful 
misconduct or In some countries by the 
gross negligence of the Injured person 
or during the performance of an Illegal 
act. In none of these twenty-two coun- 
tries docs ordinary negligence on the 
part of tbe injured employeu work a 
forfeiture of the right to compensation. 
The Industries usually covered by the 
laws are innnufndurlug, mining nnd 
quarrying, transportation, building and 
engineering work nnd other employ- 
ments -Involving more or less hazard. 
In Belgium, France nnd Great Britain 
the lows apply to practically all em- 
ployments, in n considerable number 
of countries only workmen engaged In 
actual manual work and In some cases 
those exposed to the same risks, such 
as overseers and technical experts, 
come within the operations of the law. 
These countries are Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, Finland. Germany. Italy, 
Luxemburg. Netherlands. Norway, Rus- 
sia, Spain and Sweden. On the other 
hand. In France. Great Britain, tho 
British colonies and Hungary the laws 
apply to salaried employees nnd work- 
men equally. Overseers and technical 
experts earning more than a prescribed 
amount are excluded In Belgium. Den- 
mark, Germany, Gre.it Britain, Italy. 
Luxemburg nnd Russia. Employees of 
the state, provincial and local adminis- 
trations usually come within the provl. 
slons of the acts. 

The entire burden rests upon the 
employer In all but four of the coun- 
tries, Austria, Germany, Hungary and 
Luxemburg, where the employees also 
bear a part of the expense. The laws 
In every ease fix the compensation to 
be paid. In all the countries but 
Sweden the compensation Is based 
upon the wages of tho Injured person, 
tt consists of medical and surgical 
treatment and of perlodlcnl allowances 
for temporary disability nnd annual 
pensions or lump sum pnyments for 
permanent disability or death. 

In most countries employers may 
contract, with state or private Insur- 
ance Institutions for tho transfer ot 
the burden of pnyment of compensa- 
tion. In a number of countries such 
transfer Is obligatory. Provision Is 
usually made for the protection of the 
bonetldarlcs In case of Insolvency of 
employers. 

The nets of nearly nil of the coun- 
tries are framed with the view of ob- 
viating the uecesslty for instituting 
legal proceedings. The laws are so 
specific with regard to the compensa- 
tion allowed and the regulations for 
Its payment that agreements are usual- 
ly amicably made between the employ- 
ers and the victims of the accidents. 
If disputes arise, however, tlie law 
upodQos the necessary procedure for 
their settlement either by special arbi- 
tration tribunals or by the ordinary 
law-courts. ._

The women of the Confederate 
Ohoir of America hnvo made a mis- 
take in trying to fit new words to 
••Dixie." 

They say the words arc "awkward." 

Maybe. But— 

The words of the old thrilling song 
are forever wedded to the tunc. The 
marriage is complete. What tradition 
and reverent memory have joined let 
not man' or woman put asunder. 

The divorcement of words nnd music 
that have lived long together ought to 
be forbidden. 

With the best intention doubtless the 
historic, homely words ' about "cinna- 
mon seed nnd snndy bottom" have 
been changed by these women, who 
have substituted the Hues: 

Oh, Dixie lnnd is tho Innd of Klory. 
Tho land of cherished sons and story! 

The substituted words are good 
enough In their way, but it is safe to 
declare they will never permanently 
be fitted to the old tune. They lack tho 
native flavor of the old words. 

There is a lot of "go" in the old 
words as there is in the old music of 
"Dixie." 

The song Is almost as popular in tho 
north as in the south. If you want to 
wake up any listless audience any- 
where in America, start the orchestra 
to playing "Dixie." No other song will 
bring men nnd women to their feet 
with beating hearts and flushed faces 
like the old song. 

Let "Dixie" alone. 

Lips thnt arc long since dust have 
shouted those "awkward" wordB. They 
are embalmed In snered recollections. 
To change them would amount to an 
Insult to the dead. 

This itch to change the words of our 
national songs breaks out every so 
often. Not long ago an attempt was 
made to substitute new words for 
"The Star Spangled Banner." It failed, 
and deserved to fall, because the old 
words of the song are fighting words, 
the words thnt flamed up hot and pa- 
triotic from the swelling heart of 
Francis Scott Key. 

To change the verses of any great 
patlonnl song is to do violence to his- 
toric sentiment.

DISINHERITING A CHILD. 

Some years ago the father of a min- 
ister disinherited -his sou because the 
latter changed his denominational 
creed, quit one church and went into 
tb'e ministry of another. 
* By the recent death of his mother 
this minister received the share of the 
estate to which he was originally en- 
titled. 

The incident raises the query: 

Has any father the moral right to 
disinherit a child? 

Which raises another query, Who 
is responsible for the child's being (n 
the world? Certainly the child came 
without ,its own consent It : wns nor, 
consulted. It is not responsible for ite 
birth. 

Manifestly the parents are responsi- 
ble. The child "comes Into the family 
by invitation. It Is entitled to all the 
rights and privileges of the family. 
Whatever estate may be accumulated 
belongs to the entire family. Each 
child Is entitled to a share, nnd justice 
dictates that the property be divided 
equitably. 

It matters not what- the child mny 
have done. It cannot disinherit itself. 

The fact is our inheritance laws 
need reformation. Those laws had 
their origin In the old English juris- 
prudence which recognized not only 
the right but the duty of the father to 
practically dlsluherlt all tho children 
of the family save the eldest. 

Our laws ought to be changed to cor- 
respond with the moral sense of our 
day. 

A man may say: 

"Tho property I hold Is mine. I have 
made it. I have conserved It. Shall I 
not do as I like with mine own?" 

The man is mistaken. The property, 
in the true sense, Is NOT his own. The 
property is simply held by him IN 
TBTJST for the family of which he Is 
the hend. He has no more MORAL 
RIGHT to divert any legitimate sharo 
of thnt property from any member of 
the- family than he has to spend that 
property in riotous living. 

And yet— 

Every little while one hears of some 
father who has disinherited his child 
because the child happens to differ on 
some point of religion. or politics or 
business or who mnrrles against the 
father's wishes, or any number of in- 
consequential things. 

It is not right . - 

It is wicked. 



Tho Vote Most Potent of Weapons In 
Battle Against Injustice — Tradei 
Unionists Must Be Up and Doing. 
Can Win if They Pull Together. 

The Sherman nntl-trust law has been 
in effect now for quite a number of 
years. In tho early part of Its life It 
was practically a dead statute, ns very 
few cases of consequence were called 
for decision under it. Some cases 
which really ought to have had Its pen- 
alties applied, at least as .we view tho 
question, failed of effect- It has nil 
along been generally supposed and con- 
ceded by those In high nuthorlty thnt 
tho law did not apply to trades unions. 
However, some of the more farseclng 
members of (he trades union move- 
ment have always entertained n strong 
dnubt as to what the supreme court 
would do with n case that was to have 
Judgment passed upon it under this 
not. Some have thought that a sim- 
ilar decision to the Taff-Vnle case 
would result, nnd so It has come to 
pass that lu the very first case In which 
tho Interests of a trades union were 
to be tried under it menns have been 
found to make it effectively apply to 
a trades union. We ns trades union- 
ists are among tho stanciiest support- 
ers of the laws of our Innd. The su- 
preme court, the highest court of the 
land, was instituted for the purpose 
of construing the relntlons of leglsln- 
tlon to the constitution. We feel our- 
selves bound to submit to the law ns 
construed by men who ore appointed 
to office with a view of their great 
ability as jurors. 

We cannot -.help feeling when bend- 
ing to this decision, however, thnt a 
gross Injustice has been done to our 
cause. Of course we know that men 
chosen for their ability as jurists have 
been reared In environments which 
hnvo not enabled them to give due con- 
slderatlon to the interests of the work- 
IngVlasses, as most of them have been 
corporation lawyers nnd their profes- 
sion has not brought them Into elose 
touch with Interests most seriousl3* nf- 
fecting those who have to toil. Our 
experience with the Judiciary ever 
since Taft's - first Injunction has been 
one of oppression or restriction ns to 
tho limits of the acts that n trades 
union may Ix? responsible for. 

It will 1k> observed that each deci- 
sion and. injunction that has l>ocn ren- 
dered and issued has been more dras- 
tic lu Its oppressive features than the 
previous one, nnd what we may ex- 
pect In the future from the judiciary 
of our country is a matter of specula- 
tion. Some of us feel thnt there Is 
no limit to the oppression that the 
courts would place upon the union. 
Our remedy lies In our effort to repeal 
or have repealed or amended ns soon 
as possible such laws as have bceu 
placed upon the statutes which may 
be construed to apply too Injuriously 
to trades, unions. 

Trades unions In Great Britain passed 
through the experience some years ago. 
They immediately took steps to reme- 
dy the defects that became nppnrent 
when the Taff-Vale decision was ren- 
dered. Since that time they have sent 
to the great lawmaking l>ody of their 
country members who will support the 
interests of trades unions and have 
since then had some of the obnoxlons 
laws repealed. 

Can we not do this? Have wo not 
the same ability and brains as the 
trades unions across the sea? It is 
time for us to be up and doing and 
to waste no further time. Let us Bend 
men to congress who will support the 
interests we represent and send enough 
of- them to be able to support legisla- 
tion that is not Inimical to the Inter- 
ests of the trades unlou movement. 
We have an opportunity the present 
year, and wby not embrace It and 
prove to the old Hue politicians that 
we will not be mulcted at will by those 
who have no further Interest In us 
after we have given them the benefit 
of the exercise of our franchise? It Is 
time for the trades unions to buckle 
on their armor of defense In defense 
of their own interests nnd for those de- 
pendent upon them and do something 
for themselves and not leave it to a 
tot of politicians who have no further 
Interest In us after we have elected 
them to office.— E. Lewis Evnns, Sec- 
retary Tobacco Workers* Union.

Butte Unions Win. 
For the past eighteen months the 
operators and linemen of the Bell 
Telephone company of Butte, Mont, 
have been on strike.

As a consequence 
the strike has been called off by the 
company, whieh conceded about ev- 
erything demanded by the unions, even 
to dismissing the Injunction suits 
which were the means of sending sev- 
eral unionists to jail for contempt of 
court 



The Farmers' Label. 
The American Federntlou of Labor 
has Indorsed the label of the American 
Society of Equity, the organization of 
the farmers. It Is tho desire and in- 
tention of the farmers' organizations to 
establish exchanges where the products 
of tho farmer can be purchased direct 
by the members of organizations of la- 
bor and friends to the mutual benefit 
of both tho farmers nnd the Inhor or- 
ganizations. Organized labor every- 
where should co-operate to the fullest 
In this matter. 



Returns Are Computed on Actual 
Earnings and Not Rotes of Pay, 
Wages of Women and Children. 

. South Makes Worst Showing. 

Children whose weekly earnings are 
J1.S4, women who labor from Monday 
morning until Snturday night • nud 
moke $2.20 and meu whose average 
weekly wage is $5.23— these are some 
of the Industrial conditions revealed In 
tho census bureau's bulletin treating 
of "the earnings of wage earners." 

The figures which go to make up this 
bulletin are secured from 123.703 es- 
tablishments throughout the country, 
some 03 per cent of all manufacturing 
concerns having employees. Mornov«r, 
the bulletin contains the first regulir 
census report ever mode of classified 
earnings covering n large number .>f 
establishments. " The investigation nn 
which this bulletin Is based covered 
some 3,207,810 workers, of whom, In 
round numbers. 2,020,000 were men. 
588.000 women nnd 00.000 children. IJy 
way of explanation the census officials 
make this otatcment: 

"When the mnterlal for the fedor-jl 
censuB of manufactures was collecti d 
in 1005 each manufacturing establish- 
ment was requested to report for the 
week In 1004 during which the largest 
number of persons were employed the 
number of wage earners, classified by 
the amount they earned. 

"The returns are those of earnings 
or wages nnd not of rates of par. 
Rotes are higher than earnings because 
they are for n full week, whereas earn- 
ings shown In the bulletin were re- 
ported for '.he lime actually worked, 
and this In some Instances was leas 
thnn the full week." 

The figure* show thnt more than half 
of the workers received at the tln.e 
of the Investigation $0 or more a week: 
thnt the average pay for the whole 
country was $10.00 a week. The aver- 
age man received $11.10, the nverage 
womnn $G.17 and the average child un- 
der sixteen years of age $3.40. 

Of all the classes of workers engaged 
In the manufacturing Industry the 
lapidaries are credited with the high- 
est earnings, $21.08.. Next in line nre 
those who make women's corsets, their 
nverage wages being $10.09. Close be- 
hlud these specialists come the meu 
who work at photo engraving nnd pho- 
to lithographing, their earnings being 
$10.88, while the skilled artisans who 
nre employed In the manufacture of 
statuary and art goods receive $1G.4J5. 
The uvcrngc earnings of the man 
watchinnkers Is senrcely less, being 
$10.10. -while the women employed In 
the same Industry receive $8.03, which 
Is a remarkably high average for wo- 
mnn workers. 

But these classes of wage earners nre 
highly skilled specialists. It Is wheu 
we turn to the kinds of labor where 
little skill and less mind nre required 
that we touch the lower levels of In- 
come. Of all the classes of man work- 
ers embraced In this census Inquiry 
those engaged In the manufacture of 
turpentine nnd rosin receive the lowest 
wage. Their average earnings are only 
$5.23. The majority of these men nro 
engaged lu gathering crude gum and 
represent the lowest order of employ- 
ment considered in the census report. 
A grade higher' are the men In the cot- 
tonseed oil and cake business, their 
average earniugs belug only $0.04. 

The Industries thus far mentioned 
are of interest because they are ex- 
tremes and not because they employ 
large numbers of wage earners. The 
average earnings of the men in some 
of the more important Industries were 
as follows: Iron and steel, steel works 
and rolling mills. $12.50; Iron and steel, 
blast furnaces, $11.71; fouudry and 
machine shop products. $11.88; lumber 
and timber products, $0.23; furniture, 
$10.16; cotton goods, $7.71; hoots and 
shoes, $11.88; men's clothing, $12.23; 
women's clothing, $13.52; tobacco, ci- 
gars and cigarettes, $11.41; newspaper 
and periodical printing and publishing, 
$13.13; glass, $14.10. 

The average weekly earnings of 
women in some of the industries which 
employ considerable uumbers were as 
follows: Cotton goods, $0.03; hosiery 
and knit goods, $0.01; silk nnd silk 
goods, $0.11; boots and shoes, $7.00; 
men's clothing, $0.07; women's cloth- 
ing, S0.85; shirts. $5.00; glnss, $5.08. 

The lowest average earnings for 
children were $1.84 per week, received 
by the 105 children engaged In the 
manufacture of pickles, preserves nnd 
sauces. The only Industries employ- 
ing considerable numbers of children 
under sixteen years of age were glass, 
shirts, tobacco, cigars and cigarettes 
nnd the five textile Industries. 

In connection with the cotton indus- 
try tho bulletin makes an interesting 
comparison of the earnings In the nortb 
with those In the south. By confining 
the comparison to establishments en- 
gaged in the manufacture of plain 
cloths for printing nnd converting It 
eliminates to a considerable extent the 
differences between the character of 
the Industry In tho two sections nnd 
thus presents a fair basis to measure 
differences In earnings. This com- 
parison shows that the average earn- 
ings of men were in New England 
$8.52, In the south $5.14, a difference 
of $3.38. For women tho average was 
In New England $7.23, In the south 
$3.77, a difference of $3.40, while for 
children the nverage was In New Bng» 
land $4.45. In the south $2.73, n differ* 
ence of $1.72. For all classes, the aver> 
age weekly earnings in the north. were 
$7 02 and but $4.10 In the south. 



They Indicate the Beginning of the 
End of Our Beautiful Planet, Which 
Is Doome'd to Roll Through Space, a 
Parched and Lifeless Orb. 

Deserts already exist on the earth. 
and the nameless horror that attaches 
to the word In the thoughts of nil who 
have had experience of them or are 
gifted with Imagination to conceive is 
In truth greater than we commonly 
suppose, for the cosmic circutustnuce 
about them which Is most terrible la 
uot that deserts are. but thnt deserts 
have begun to be. Not as local evito- 
bio evils are they only to bo pictured, 
but as the-gcueral lncscnpable death 
grip ou our world, for it is the begin- 
ning of the end. What depauperates 
the forests to grass lauds and thence to 
wnstcs must lu turn attack the -sea bot- 
toms when they shall have parted with 
their sens. 

Last of the fertile spots upon the 
plnuet because of the salts the streams 
have for ages washed down and of tho 
remnant of moisture that would still 
drain Into them, eventually they must 
share the fortune of their predecessors 
and the planet roll a parched orb 
through spuce. The picture Is forbid- 
ding, hut the fact seems que to which 
we are constructively pledged and Into 
which wo are In some sort already ad- 
ventured. 

Girdling the earth with what It take* 
but little personification to liken to tho 
life extinguishing' serpent's colls run 
two desert belts of country. The one 
follows, roughly speaking, the tropic of 
Cancer, extending northward from It; 
the other, the tropic of Capricorn. Ari- 
zona is in the northern band, as arc tlio 
Sahara, Arabia and the ocacrts of ecu 
tral Asia. 

Now, these desert belth nre growing. 
In the great desert of northern Arizona 
the traveler, threading his way ncroM 
a sagebrush and cacti plain shut in b? 
abrupt sided shelves of lnnd rising here 
and there some hundreds of feet high- 
er, suddenly comes upon n petrified for- 
est. 

Trunks of trees In all singes of frac- 
ture strew the ground over n apace 
some miles in extent. So perfect nre 
their forms he Is almost minded to 
think the usual wasteful woodchopper 
has been by and left the scattered 
products of his art In Uttered confu- 
sion upon the scene of his exploit 
Only their benutlful color conveys a 
sense of strangeness to the eye, and, 
leaning down and touching them, ho 
finds that they are— stone; chalcedony, 
not carbon! Form has outlived sub- 
stance and kept the. resemblance, wbllo 
tho particles of the original matter 
have all been spirited away. Yet so 
perfect Is the presentment ono can 
hardly believe the fact, and where ono 
fallen giant spans a little canyon one 
almost thinks to hear tho sound of wa- 
ter rushing down the creek. 

But It Is some millions of years and 
more since this catastrophe befell, nnd 
the torrent, uprooting It, left it prone, 
with limbs outstretched In futile grasp 
upon the other ulde. A conifer it was, 
cousin only to such ns grow today, nnd 
flourished probably in the crctaccoui 
era, for the land has not been under 
water here slnco tho advent of tertiary 
times. 

Nowhere near it, except for the nit* 
cotton woods along the bank of the Lit 
tie Colorado, grows anything today. 
The loud which once supported thest 
forests is Incompetent to do so now. 
Yet nothing has changed tbero slncv 
except the decreasing water sup- 
ply. During tertiary nnd quaternary 
Li mo the rainfall has been growing lesa 
and less. Proof of this is offered by 
the great pine oasis that caps the pla- 
teau of which these petrified forests 
form a part aud is kernelcd by the San 
Francisco peaks. Tho height above 
sea level of tho spot where tho chal- 
cedony trunks are strewu Is about 
4,500 feet Tho lower prcseut limit of 
the pine in its full development la 
0,500 feet Two thousand feet upward 
the verdure line has retreated since the 
former forests were. And this Is no 
local alteration, for upon tho other side 
of the plntcau petrified remains of trees 
are similarly found. 

The line of perpetual green has risen 
because In desert regions the moisture 
is found most plentiful nearest to the 
;louds from which It falls upon a 
parching earth. Streams, Instead of 
gathering volume as they go, are lar- 
gest near their source and grow less 
and less with each fresh mile of flow. 
Tho brooks descending from the Antl- 
Lebanon, In Syria, water the gardens 
of Damascus and, thence issuing upon 
tho plain, lose themaolves just beyond 
the threshold of its gates. So In tho 
Arizona desert, though In a less de- 
gree, aud thoso who live there know It 
but too well.— From I'crclvnl Lowell's 
"Mara and the Future of the Earth" 
!n Century. 

Breaking Wire. 
Anybody who has tried to break ». 
piece of wire without the aid of r. pair 
&£ pinchers will probably ngree that, tho 
operation is both a difficult and pain- 
ful one. There Is a method, however, 
by which It may ho easily accomplish- 
ed. By bending the wire into n loop 
aud pulling both ends as tight as pos- 
sible an Injury will bo caused to the 
wire, which ou being straightened will 
Immediately break.

Need of Adequate Hospital Facili- 
ties for Them Is Felt 
by the State. 



BUILDING AT BAETONtlLIE 



Contract for the New Hospital liCt at 

R Cost of 9 41, 225— Description 

of Building— Report of 

Commltteee. 



Springfield. 111.. Dec. 17. — Model 
buildings are being erected by tho 
state of Illinois In nil tho charitable 
Institutions wherever new structures 
arc to be constructed. For years tho, 
state 1ms felt the need of adequate 
hospital facilities for the care of the 
physically sick. Under the guidance 
of the state. board of charities effort* 
have been, made to arouse the state 
lawmakers to n recognition of thl* 
necessity. The last general assembly 
made an appropriation of £30,000 for 
one of these hospital buildings, which 
Is to be erected tit the Illinois General 
Hospital for the Insane. .South Barton* 
ville. The contract for this hospital 
building has been let at a cost, o* 
$41,225. The state architect.- \V. Car 
bys Zimmerman, of Chicago, hns drawi- 
the plans, and the building will ho 
erected under his supervision. lib 
gives the following description of till* 
contemplated structure: 

"It can he pointed out thnt Hie 
building is only two stories in height, 
making It relatively easy to reach all 
rooms on ordinary occasions, and mak- # 
Ing It easy to vacate In case of an 
emergency. . It should be noted that 
the building Is of tireproof construe 
tlon. tlie walls and partitions being of 
brick and tile, the lloors and ceilings 
of steel beams and reinforced con etc ;«-. 
The wards and rodiiiH have ample glass 
surface, Insuring good nnturnl ventila- 
tion and abundance of direct sunlight. 
Hinged windows with transoms, hi 
stead of the ordinary sliding windows, 
are provided for. so thnt the entire 
window apace van be thrown open 
when deemed ad vlsnble. 

"Besides the natural ventilation, a 
high-class power system of ventilation 
la arranged for. Insuring a supply of 
fresh warn; air under nil conditions. 
Wards Give Air Space. 

"The wards nnd rooms are planned 
to he of a size to give the full amount 
of the necessary cubic feet of air 
space. The solnriums, or sun rooms, 
at either eud of the building, nre an- 
other provision to Insure the fullest 
amount of sunlight and fresh air to 
convalescents who cannot be taken 
outside of the building. 

♦•Quite a complete operating depart- 
ment is provided for, nnd arrange- 
ments have been made to house In tills 
building a fully equipped bydro-thera- 
pcutie department. 

"An attempt has been made to have 
minor matters of construction conform 
as fnr as possible to the latest devel- 
opment In high-class construction. 
Thus special pains were taken to have 
All surfaces on the Interior of tho 
building as plain and sanitary as pos- 
sible. All dangerous nud microbe- 
breeding corners have been avoided 
and rounded angles substituted. Kveu 
the ordinary baseboard Is replaced by 
a single cove. Joining the wall to I ho 
floor, on easily cleannblo arrangement 
without molding* or projections to 
gather and hold dust or dirt 

•/This attempt at simple treatment 
has been carried out on the trim and 
doors. The trim hns rounded corners 
and flat surface, while the doors are 
only a flat piece of wood, without pan- 
els or moldings of any kind. The floors 
In tho operating hydro-therapeutic and 
toilet rooms nre of high-class sanitary 
vltrilled tile, with simple cove bases, 
while the floors In the wnrdB are of 
selected narrow. -close-fitting- bard ma- 
ple. It was aimed to make the ex- 
terlor,a simple direct expression of the 
plan of the building. The wnl\s arc 
faced with pressed brick, the roofs of 
tile, and the, building corresponds In 
general appearance to others at the 
Institution." 

Besides containing the foregoing de- 
scription, of the hospital building the 
forthcoming bulletin of the state boord 
of charities, will contain the report of 
"The Committee on Uniform Curricu- 
lum. In the State Hospitals for the In- 
sane." That committee consists of the 
superintendents of all the state hospi- 
tals for the Insane, the superintendent 
of the Cook County hospital, Miss. M. 
Helena MitcMlllan. superintendent of 
the Presbyterian Training school: Miss 
Helen Scott Hay, superintendent of ihe 
Illinois Training school; Dr. Frank 
Billings nnd Miss Julia Lnthrop. of 
the state hoard of public charities. 
It was nocessary that a new curricu- 
lum be -provided for the- training of 
nurses in the hospitals for the Insane. 
The committee recommended nnd tho 
superintendents agreed that there 
should he one year's compulsory uni- 
form training for nil attendants. Tho 
report of the committee was as fol- 
lows: 

Year'* Training for Attendants. 

"That one year of training be com- 
pulsory for all attendants and that the 
regular training begin Oct. 1 and con- 
tinue until May 81 following. 

"That the 'Handbook for Attendants 
on the Insane' bo accepted as the text- 
book for tho first year's training re- 
ferred to. 

"That all attendants who enter the 
service be Immediately grouped Into 
small classes and Instructed by the 
chief nurse and her nsslstnnts In the 
general duties of attendants, using ns 
an outline chupter fi of the 'Handbook* 
already referred to. Furthermore, thnt 
when their entrance into service has 
occurred while the regular training 
was In progress, the newly nrrlved at- 
tendants be required to attend the rcg- 
ular instructions In the training school 
Immediately after the completion of 
the special preliminary training above 
referred to. 

"That the regular first year's train- 
ing consist of* 32 lectures, recitations 
nndr demonstrations, covering the sub- 
stance of the first four chapters of the 
'Handbook for Attendants on the, lu- 
eane.' 



"That tbe hospital furnish to. cay. 



attendant the specified textbook free 
of /cost, requiring, however, a small 
deposit equal to the actual cost of tho 
textuook, said deposit to he returned, 
when the book is presented in good 
condition. 

"That all lectures nnd demonstra- 
tions he made ns practical as possible 
nnd that each student be required to 
allow evidence of efficiency whoneveu 
■uch ilea oust rat Ion is possible. 

"That the thief jfirse of the hospl- 
tnl be tho superintendent of the train- 
ing school and be required to prepnro 
a detailed outline of the course of 
training, using the • 'Handbook' nbovo 
referred to, ns n textbook. 

"That a satisfactory etllclency In both 
theoretical aud practical work should 
entitle the attendant to a certificate of 
one year's training, but not -to any 
diploma." 'jjj 

' Uniformity for Nurses. 

That uniformity might be reached In 
the training of nurses the following 
provisions were made: 

"A superintendent of nurses . In 
charge of all the nursing and attend- 
ant service who shall herself be a' 
graduate nurse: with preliminary ex- 
perience and nursing and mental ensea 
If practicable. 

"The employment of a group of 
graduate nurses from general hospi- 
tals In charge of the attendants and 
uurses-lu-traliiing. 

' '.'Nurses-In-tralnlng nnd attendants 
to be under direct charge of the grridu- 
ate nurses. 

"Co-operation with general hospitals 
whereby nurscs-ln-trainlng^ obtained at 
ho greater cost than attendants, shall 
be given courses In nursing mental dis- 
eases. 

"Organization as rapidly as possi- 
ble of general hospitals Inside the hos- 
pitals for the Insane. 

"Clear dilterentintlon between the 
nurse and the attendant. 

"While a promising. attendant may, 
be encouraged to take years of train- 
ing and to become ultimately a regis- 
tered nurse should -she desire, trained 
attendants as caretakers and orderlies 
nre h primary essential of tho nursing 
of a hospital for the Insane. They 
should be taught elementary nursing 
core and In addition should be trained 
In employing nnd nruuslng patients. 
They should be taught to work and 
play with the patients, not to direct 
the patients ns superiors. 

Need General Hospital Work. *$ 

"The Ideal method of securing nurs- 
ing for large hospitals for the Insane 
Is doubtless through nn Included gen- 
eral hospital of a size and character 
adequate to meet tho needs of oacu In- 
stitution community. While such hos- 
pitals can unquestionably be organ- 
ized. It will require time and effort- 
Such hospitals must be of the highest 
character and able to obtain the rec- 
ognition of the board of registration 
of nurses if they nre to Invite Into the 
hospital service nurses of the same 
caliber as those obtained by tho first' 
rate general hospital training school*. 
A feature. of such hospltala roust be 
co-operation with general hospitals to 
secure for nurses training In courses 
not possible In hospitals for the In- 
banc. In the meanwhile tho method 
of affiliation with general hospitals 
should be seriously considered. It will 
be always necessary and It offers nn 
Immediate aid In securing nurses. Such 
ntllllatlon Is already In operation be- 
tween Hie Northern Hospital for tho 
Insane and the Presbyterian Training 
school. 81 x nurses have, been sent to 
Elgin from the Presbyterian hospital 
In the last few months. One loft the 
service: one hns become superintend- 
ent of nurses nt Kankakee, and the 
others are In training. These nurses 
were near the end. of their training 
and took mental diseases as an op- 
tional course. i 
Service To Be Improved. • 

"Slnco the meeting of Sept. 25 tlie' 
Association of Superintendents of 
Training Schools has appointed a com- 
mittee to consider the subject of af- 
filiation to correspond with training 
schools throughout tbe stnte nnd to 
communicate to this committee such 
proposals as It may be able to make; 
tlio purpose of such affiliation being to 
secure under-grnduote nurses who. will 
select a course in nursing mental dis- 
ease ns a part of training. There la 
evident among nurses' organizations a 
now Interest In nursing for the Insane. 
Such Interest this committee Is en- 
deavoring lo foster In Illinois. 

"As to graduate nurses: It has been 
suggested by Miss MncMIHan of this 
committee. thnt graduate nurses may 
be secured for a special course, acting 
as head nurse nt the same time, if 
tho Institution can offer auch instruc- 
tion as* Is evidently of value. The 
difficulty now in obtaining 1 graduate 
nurses for charge nurses Is that tho 
Institutions do not offer as high pay 
as can be obtained outside. Oould 
graduate nurses be offered a valuable 
course In addition to moderate pay It 
would be an inducement Training In 
tho executive work of an institution, 
ns well as In nursing, fits the gradu- 
ate nurse for responsible executive po- 
sitions and offers added Inducement. 

"The question of shorter hours for 
attendants must be considered. We 
believe that the movement which hat 
placed twelve and fourteen hours as a 
day's labor by eight nud ton hours In 
the Industrial world cnunot be Ignored 
In Its bearing upon the exacting Inborn 
of the nurse and attendant. It Is the 
opinion of the commlttoe that tbe 
eight-hour day should be considered 
nnd thnt n higher degree of attention 
and efficiency can be secured by Its 
adoption. For such Institutions as 
hove large numbers of acute cases this 
would doubtless entail additional coat 
In this connection the committee 
would urge thnt the test of tho med- 
ical and nursing service must bo effi- 
ciency and that the only sound econ- 
omy Is secured through efllcloncy eve» 
If the money lost be Increased. Tfte. 
fact that one of the Illinois Institu- 
tions and one In Michigan and two of 
the best general hospitals In America 
nre now successfully using an eight- 
hour schedule justifies tbe oommittee 
In desiring further time to gather In- 
formation as -to shorter hours -with 
estimated cost for the different Insti- 
tutions. 

Will Arrange Farther Courses. 

■'Finally, the committee asks that) 
Its report of progress be approved and 
requests tlint.lt be continued and dU 
rected to arrange: ' I 

"Such further courses of training as 
are neeesBury to serve the needs of tho 
various ' classes of nurses mentioned 
above. To secure affiliation with gen- 
eral hospitals. .To study the possibili- 
ties of a shorter day service for at>- 
•^dantfi apd nurics." J
